Ferguson is regarded by the latter's 
leading supporters as being an indi­ 
cation of the trend of public senti­ 
ment. 
On the other hand, Robertson 
has had with him on the stump men 
of party prominence. 
The run off campaign has been 
marked by speeches of deep bitter­ 
ness on the part of Robertson and 
former Governor James E. Ferguson. 
Die record of Ferguson, who was im­ 
peached from the office of governor 
early in his second term for alleged 
misuse of public 
funds, 
has been 
flaunted before large audiences who 
have gathered to hear Robertson in 
every part of the state. This digging 
into the past has brought from Fer­ 
guson charges against Robertson of 
a serious nature. 
The contest is 
generally 
looked 
upon as a klan and anti-kfan fight, 
despite the fact that Robertson has 
made no mention of the klan, except 
by indirection, since he opened the 
run-off campaign.
